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For Forest and Stream and Rod and Gun. 
A Bass in the Gleshes of the Law. 


E have upon our bench two enthusiastic fishermen— 
Judges M. and J. They are both tall, large men, of 

full habit, hardly adapted to the labor of following a trout 
stream all day through difficult country, but for sitting pa- 
tiently upon a log or in a boat they can’t be beat. They both 
are possessed of the true mspiration of old Izaak Walton, and 
calm contentment fills the soul of each when comfortably 
seated by lake or pool with rod in hand. They have their 
specialties. That of Judge J. is trout; of Judge M., bass. 
This paper is to be devoted to an account of a contest between 
Judge M. and a black bass last summer, at Oconomowoc ; but 
I like to be impartial, and will preface it with a story lately 
told me by an eye witness of an incident in the experience of 
Judge J.- A small party, including the Judge, once went to 
one of the bays of Michigan in pursuit of recreation. One 
day they found themselves at the mouth of a trout brook 
emptying into the bay, which furnished excellent fly fishing 
at its junction with the lake waters. Now the Judge was not 
particularly expert with a fly—his best hold was mud worms 
—and he proceeded alone up the stream to find a spot where 
he could use his worms toadvantage. He found, after a good 
deal of labor in scrambling over rocks and through bushes, 
and once tumbling into the brook and getting well soaked, a 
s lendid pool. It lay at the foot of a high fall between ele- 
vated rocky cliffs. With difficulty he established himself in 
a good position, disposed his basket handily near by, took off 
his coat, wiped the perspiration from his brow with a sigh of 
relief and satisfaction, and proceeded to business. He found 
the pool well stocked with trout, and he had plenty of cus- 
tomers for his worms. He had laid away three or four in his 
basket, and happiness coursed all through his veins. He was 
horoughly at peace with himself and all the world.” It is too 
bed qo aisvarb the serenity of this picture and to ruffle the 
placid brow of the Judge, but I am writing history. He had 
ain cast in his worm and was waiting quietly for the ex- 
pected bite, when a strange thing happened; a goodly sized 
trout emerged from the centre of the pool and proceeded, 
flapping and struggling, straight up toward heaven. In 
amazement the Judge followed him with his eye until he saw 
him land in the hands of a lusty boy at the top of the over- 
hanging cliff, and he saw two small faces peeping at him and 
two fish poles sticking over the ed He took in the situa- 
tion at once, and his brow clouded with righteous wrath. 
Here was a clear trespass upon his rights; was not this his 
pool? Had he not discovered, and, as it were, pre-empted it? 
‘Was he not in the actual and visible possession? Whether he 
had a valid legal title or not, he had the pedis possessio, and 

. trespass would lie as against a mere intruder. Law and 
equity were both on his side. He.shouted to the boys in 
tones which rose above the roar of the waterfall, and ordered 
them away, but they did not go away worth a cent; instead 
thereof two lines descended into the pool beyond the reach of 
the Judge, and other trout began to go struggling toward 
heaven in the wake of the first. This was insufferable, unen- 
durable. He fumed and threatened, but there the boys stayed 
and the trout continued to ascend. He shook his fist at them 
and hurled at them all the terrors of the law. He wouldsend 
them to jail for the larceny of his fish; he would commit 
them for contempt of court; but they would not listen to 
reason and cared naught for the threats of the law. The only 
reply vouchsafed was made by one of the boys placing his 
thumb to his nose and making sundry gyrations with his 
fingers. The heights were inaccessible to the Judge, and he 
was compelled to sit there and see his fish dancing up right 
before his face to swell the string of those boys, until the 
pool was exhausted. Could the agony of Tantalus have been 
ter? Where now was the Seatastr of thelaw? Wasall 
respect for the judicial ermine gone from the land? Had 
communism come with its destroying hand, striking at the 
very foundation of society, and effacing all regard for the 
rights of property or persons? With sad and gloomy heart 
the Judge gathered up his basket, with its five or six trout, 
ee on his coat and departed. To this day, occasionally, the 


the boatman took his seat and the Judge settled himself in the 
stern, and all was ready. ‘‘ Open court!” said the Judge, and 
off they went. The day was beautiful, and the good-natured 
face of the Judge beamed in sympathy with the serenity of 
nature surrounding him. Soon the fishing-ground was reached, 
and the Judge prepared for sport. He put on his spectacles, 
without which he would have been as Hercules without his 
club. He placed a minnow scientifically upon his hook, 
raised himself to his feet and straightened out his tall form, 
and seemed to gather together all his powers for business. He 
poised himself gracefully, but firmly, and essayed to make a 
cast. Swinging the rod in circles two or three times about 
his head to gather momentum, he sought to launch his bait to 
a distance across the water, but neglecting to remove his 
thumb from the spool of the reel, where he had been instructed 
to place it, the line failed to run, and the minnow sailed off 
‘fupon his own hook” and left the Judge’s behind. The 
Judge was a little discomfited, but excused himself by saying 
that his attention had not been called to the point. Another 
minnow was adjusted and another cast attempted, and this 
time with better success. The bait struck the water about 
two rods away, and, as good luck would have it, close by 
where a bass was lying in wait, and he immediately levied 
upon it. Now began contest worthy the pen of Homer. 
In what fitting language can my poor pencil, unused to war, 
portray the varying fortunes of the mighty combat? As soon 
as he recovered his presence of mind, disturbed by the sud- 
denness of the bite, the Judge struck the fish hard and the 
hook was securely set in one of his capacious jaws. The fish, 
startled at this unexpected interference; with his personal 
liberty without due process of law, contrary to the provisions 
of the Constitution of the U. 8., concluded that he was in 
danger of falling into lawless hands, and started for home at 
his est gait. e was arobust, healthy young fellow, and he 
made the Judge’s reel hum and his line smoke as it flew after 
him. The Judge began to get excited. This fish was evi- 
dently intending to fly his jurisdiction, in other words, to give 
leg bail. He seized the handle of the reel and brought him 
up with a ‘‘ round turn,” to wit: aturn of thereel. I think 
the Judge was right ; the, fish was caught in the act of steal- 
ing the bait, and no warrant was necessary. The fact that 
the Judge had himself hooked the bait is immaterial. 

The bass now thovght he would look at the situation above, 
and taking a good run to obtain headway, he sprang three or 
four feet out of the water and looked abouthim. He saw the 
determined expression of the Judge’s face, the set lips and the 
eyes glittering through the glasses with fierce excitement ; he 
saw the towering form firmly planted upon his outspreading 
legs, while he held the rod with an iron grip. Satistied that 
the Judge was prejudiced against him, he ee ee moved 
for a change of venue, and started hastily off for the next 
county; but the Judge overruled the motion, and began to 
reel him in. ‘the bass now felt that his case was well nigh 
hopeless, and that the court was organized to convict; but he 
concluded to join issue and fight it out on that Jine, hoping to 
detect some flaw or error in the proceedings. He struck fora 
lot of rushes and weeds, growing near by, and notwithstand- 
ing the exertions of the Judge to prevent, he reached them in 
safety. He wormed himself back and forth and side- 
ways through them until he had got the line wound 
oar snarled and twisted all about them, and then 
he sat down to rest and — for trial. But the 
Judge was not idle. If he could not reel the fish to the boat, 
he could reel the boat to the fish, and he did. Then calling 
upon the amicus curi# to prod round in the weeds with an 
oar, after great efforts, got his line clear, and forced the fish 
to leave his retreat and strike out into the open water ; but 
he was now well rested and full of fight. With the speed of 
a bird he rushed through the water, carrying out with him a 
hundred feet of line, and then he flung himself high out of 
water, and shook his head vigorously, seeking to tear loose 
from the restraining hook, but in vain. The Judge held him 
with a firm hand. He then turned himself about and rushed 
straight for the boat, and this unexpected manceuvre nearly 
saved him. The sudden slackening of the line nonplussed the 
J aren ant he gazed about him in amazement. In a moment 
the came rushing past the boat, and then the Judge saw 
the trick, and went to work upon his reel with a ven- 
sesesee Fortunately for him the hook was deeply set, and 

fish could not cast it out. However, he nearly parted the 
line when the end was reached, and he was brought to with a 
jerk. He then went hunting round for a stump or snag to 
which he might fasten the line; but, failing to find one, he re- 
sorted toshort lunges to break it, but it was strong, and held 
him. He then thought to throw himself upon the mercy of 
the court, and put his head above water for that purpose, but 
the stern ferocity of the Judge’s face discouraged him, and he 
was dumb. He now gave himself up as lost, and struggled 
but feebly, and soon the Judge had him alongside, and he 
was easily taken in with the landing net, and was scheduled 
by the Judge among his net assets. The Judge had 
triumphed, and the victim of his skill lay an unresistin 
captive in the clutches ot the law. No appeal, writ o 
error, or habeas corpus could help him, and he gracefully 
submitted to the inevitable. I have omitted to detail the 
various mishaps of the Judge on his side. I could tell how 
his line repeatedly got snarled on the reel, and bunched on the 
spool; how it got fouled on an oar; how he occasionally in his 
excitement ran the reel the wrong way; how he nearly broke 
the rod when he first struck the fish, etc.—Lut respect for my

own safety when I next appear before him constrains me to 
silence, guoad hoe. 

I have a friend who is a skillful artist, and, having often 
derived great enjoyment from reading and seeing (especially 
seeing) illustrated fish stories in Soridner’s, I asked him to 
prepare for me a first-class illustration of Judge M. fishing 
for bass; but, forgetting to read him my story, he has drawn 
largtly upon his imagination, and the picture don’t fit the 
story. IfIhad seen the picture before I told the story, I 
could easily have made the story fit it, as the cooper made a 
barrel around a bung-hole ; buyl don’t want to write my 
story over, and besides, no such’adventure as that depicted by 
the artist happened to the Judge, and I like to keep 
somewhere within sight of the truth when I am writing 
history. My hero certainly did not tumble upon his 
beam-ends in the attitude in which he appears in 
the picture; neither did the boatman tip over upon 
his hands and knees as if he were about to drink from a 
spring, while the Judge strove to lift him toward heaven with 
the hook set in his pants, and the bass stood upon his tail and 
laughed (the artist says he is laughing in the picture). Poetic 
license might perhaps permit me to say that this is an iJlustration 
of how the Judge caught his second fish, but I don’t dare to, as 
Iam compelled sometimes to go into his court room, and he 


has a healthy and vigorous bailiff who looks as though he . 


would do almost anything the Judge should tell him to. I 
think you had better have the picture nicely framed in gilt, 
and hang it up in your sanctum, labelled ‘ Bass,” in honor of 
my Cincinnati friend. Myartist friend goes fishing and hunt- 
ing with me, and this season we have selected a new ground 
for a month in the woods, where we are assured black bass, 
trout and game abound, and if the place proves as fine as we 
have good reason to suppose it to be, I think we’ll write you 
a letter from there with illustrations; and if the article 
or the illustrations prove too heavy for your columns 
you need not feel ombarrassed, but just forward it to the 
Edinburgh Review with my compliments. I like the method 
which was adopted by the trout fisherman at the Rangele 

lakes, of preserving the evidence of his big trout. You recol- 
lect he drew a picture of him on birch bark and sent it to 
Scribner’s and had it published. Could anything be simpler 
or more convincing? If any one should be incredulous about 
its weighing nine pounds, all the fisherman had to do was to 
point to the ome and tell the man to note his length, 
breadth, etc. I propose to do the same thing. 1 shall take 
along the right kind of eye-glasses, and then catch an extra 
large fish I shall have Jim (my artist) put on the glasses and 
draw him in birch bark, and then I shall send it to you. 
Birch bark 1s much better for this purpose than paper, as it 
bears upon its face an air of rustic, untutored honesty. You 
say at once, ‘‘There’s no humbug about that. It comes 
straight from the woods where the fish was caught, and the 
fish was drawn from sight and not from memory.” The bark 
is better as a convincer than an affidavit. It will be hard 
to beat with bass the Rangeley nine-pound brook trout, but 
if my artist does not “‘ forget his cunning,” and the bark holds 
out, I’ll try hard to do it. G. C.

THE BEE TREE. , 


a ago, when life was complete and nothing to think 
of only to plan for fun on the morrow, we one morning 
strolled into the log house of a friend, Joe B., inthe back woods 
of Canada, and found him and his brother Mose and a settler, 
Phil. C., preparing to start for the woods to cut a bee tree. A 
hearty invitation was extended to us to be one of the party, 
and Joe B. set off the fun we would have in his quaint, rat- 
tling way, till he, boy-like, was filled with excitement. ‘It’s 
a real peeler now, I tell ye; one I lit on "bout a year ago, an’ 
there’s as much honey in it as would sweeten the tempers of 


all the old maids in the country. By Jinks, it’s a buster!” 
Bee hunting is great sport, followed as it is in the most beau- 
tiful season of the year, and has been deemed worthy the at- 
tention of such writers as T. B. Thorp and Mrs, It 
is a fascinating amusement, and, in those who follow it, ex- 
cites almost the spirit of gambling, the stake is so small as 
compared with the possible prize. It must be admitted that 
the temptation is great, when the small amount of labor re- 
quired to cut down a half decayed bee tree is repaid by quan- 
tities of first rate honey, a luxury at any time and place. 
There are various ways of finding bee trees; the most com- 
mon way is by burning some comb and honey in some likel 
locality, to scent the air and attract the bees, and having a sm 
quantity inclosed in a box with a glass top, the bees, if in the 
neighborhood, will soon be buzzing around and make for the 
box. The cover is then shut down, and the box closely 
watched till nearly loaded up; then the cover is carefully 
raised, a small pinch of flour sprinkled on the insect, and a 
note taken of the time. is done in order to distingutsh 
this bee from the others who will likely return from the tree 
tothe bait box with him, and the length of time elapsing during 
his trip determines the distance of the tree.) Presently the bee 
wings his way out of the box, the bee hunters throw them- 
selves down, and, shading their eyes, watch the bee as %s 
circles tapidly around, and then is off on a bee line for the 
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hive till he is lost to view. Patiently they wait, knowing 
‘well that the bee will jose no time, but return as soon as he 
can and in as straight a line as when he departed, and will. 
likely be followed by three or four others, all of whom will, 
‘without any circling prelude, 3 Age the bait and proceed to 
load up. ‘These bees will all be dusted with flour and th ¢ 
time again noted, as they may not all belong to one swarm.. 
‘The bee hunter watches them as they fly to and fro, and n’ stices 
that they steer clear for a wooded ridge some distance ‘sff, and 
moves his bait-box toward it, keeping as near the b 2e line as 
possible. Back come the bees again; the box is  oved nearer 
the ridge. The flour besprinkled bees make sh’yrt trips now. 
The bait-box just buzzes with the ‘‘ busy bee.” The hunter 
is in raptures, moves closer and closer to the ‘ridge, and, watch- 
ing like a hawk, sees the bees enter a tree, ay high up 
the trunk. He goes nearer to fully satisfy himself and to 
judge offthe size of the swarm, cuts his name or mark on the 
tree (the law oi the woods makes it his), and at some con- 
venient opportunity returns for the honey, which he gets, if 
Master Bruin, who has a very sweet tooth, has not been there 
first, in which case he finds nothing but a tree pretty well 
torn to pieces, and pieces of comb and dirty honey strewn 
about its base. ; ae 
Mark Twain says the average bull-whacker is, in the matter 
of profanity, ‘‘ gifted, beyond the sons of men,” but in a case 
like this, and I have listened to artists in this particular, it’s a 
“stand-off” between the bull-whacker and the bee-hunter. 
Our friend Joe speaks of all such methods of bee hunting 
as I have attempted to describe with scorn, and, trusting 
solely to his trained senses, meets with good success. 
“Come, now,” said he, ‘don’t keep me waiting ; my mouth 
fairly waters for a taste of the sweetnin,” and, taking the trail 
down the river, we crossed the rapids and followed him to the

The swarm was in a large bass-wood, high up from the 
ground, among the great limbs, and, to our unpracticed eyes, 

invisible. Joe, however knew he was right; but, remember- 
ing Josh Billings’ advice as to fooliug with the ‘business end 
of a wasp,” and knowing, from sad experience, that a bee is 
fully as vicious when he makes his mind up for attack, he 
made preparation for the fight. Putting on his heavy coat, he 
tied it snugly about the neck and wrists, drew his boots over 
his buckskin leggings, wrapped his head and face up with a 
thick veil, put on his leather gloves, then taking his axe com- 
menced chopping vigorously. : 

Phil lit his pipe, and, as usual, began cracking jokes on the 
entire company. Mose found some dry leaves, bark and 
chips, and set them on fire, making a smudge to stupefy the 
bees, who would swarm out by the hundred when the tree fell.

rich flakes of comb and laid them carefully in the pails, ‘‘ see 
how white it is!” ; 

We did see. Furthermore we tasted the honey and found it 
superb, differing slightly in taste from the honey made in the 
settlements from garden flowers and clover; but to us just 
then the difference was in favor of the wild article. 

‘«Condemn the little sharp p'inted rascals; I'll take my re- 
venge now for the nip they gi’ me,” quoth Joe, taking a seat, 
with a flake of honey in one hand and a ‘“‘ hunk” of bread in 
the other. ‘’Tain’t bad to take, is it, boys ?” 

The good old fellow presented a a satisfied, as well as

LTHOUGH the Speedwell has net yet entered upon the 
work of dredging and trawling, some valuable additions 
have already been made to the National Museum collections. 
These are due mainly to the good will of Gloucester fisher- 
men, who deserve credit for their zeal and efficiency in ad- 
vancing our knowledge of the creatures of the sea. More 
than one museum possesses choice specimens which will prove 
a lasting tribute to the Gloucestermen who presented them. 
The famous Alepidosaurus and the new Chimera (C. plumbea, 
Gill) are a portion of such treasures, and we now have to re- 
cord some equally interesting captures. Inasmuch as the first 
arrival was not fish, but fowl, we will begin with 
Tue Sxvua or JaxGER, Stercorarius skua. 

This bird, which was about to soar beyond the pale of 
American ornithology, returns to establish the veracity cf 
early writers, A Gloucester fisherman-—Capt. Daniel Carroll 
—captured it on Georges Bank early in July by means of a 
fish hook. Its wings weie clipped, and it was kept on board 
a schooner for eight days. For a time it could not stand 
erect, but gradually it ‘“‘got its sea legs on” and stalked the deck 
asa mighty jaeger of old might have trod the forest. After safe- 
ly reaching the port of Gloucester, this unfortunate captive had 
to run the gauntlet of a mcb of unappreciative small boys, 
who finally realized their fondest hopes in his death and con- 
signment to the element from which he came. As if to make 
the most of himself even in his cadaverous condition, he float- 
ed under the wharf assigned to the Fish Commission, whence 
he was quickly taken and prepared for the National Museum 
collection, in which he will undoubtedly acquire the title and 
perquisites of a skua redivivus. 

Another chimera has been added to the catalogue— 

Chimera plymbea, GILL. 
This individual was presented by Capt. Jos. W. Collins, 
schooner Marion, of Gloucester. It is an adult femule. 
There is a short caudal filamert. The color is not *‘ uniform- 
ly plumbeous,” as in the type specimen. ‘The ground color is 
a purplish brown, and there are mottlings of red, white, blue 
and brown. Capt. Collins states that the animal was caught 
on a trawl line, at a depth of 275 fathoms, thirty miles south- 
east by south of the eastern light of Sable Island. Three 
specimens of the species are now recorded in museuras—one 
male in the Boston Society of Natural History and two fe- 
males in the U. 8. National Museum. Capt. Collins brought 
in also a 
Grenavize, Macrurus rupestris, Brocu. 

The readers of Forest anD Stream have already learned 
through its columns of the occurrence of this species floating 
at sea near Gravesend, Long Isiand. Mr. J. F. Whiteaves 
collected the same species in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
Ours is, therefore, one of three known specimens. The 
Gravesend specimen was presented to the National Museum 
by Mr. E. G. Blackford. Fishermen state that the grenadier 
is common and is often taken on ‘the trawl lines. The chimz- 
ra is seen occasionally, according to the same authority. 

The National Museum is indebted also to Mr. Philip Mer- 
chant, of the schooner already referred to, for some very 
choice

belonging to the genera Mopsia and Isis, the names giving no 
clue to their gracefulness and béauty, to say nothing of their 
rarity. 

The Commission has good prospects of making valuable 
collections during the summer. Since the above was written 
a male Chimera plumbea has been received, and a specimen of 
Alepidosaurus ferox, both presented by Mr. Thomas Burns, 
of Gloucester.

THE CAPELIN MOVING SOUTH. 





Mr. Eprror: A very curious incident of the change of 
range in marine fishes is that of the capelin (Madlotus vitlosus, 
Cuv. and Val.) making its appearance this summer in some 
abundance in the harbor of Halifax, and various parts of the 
neighboring coast. For many years not a specimen has been 
observed south of Cape Breton, and for scientific purposes 
we have always had to procure examples from Newfound- 
land. As this fish is considered an arctic form, loving the 
colder waters of the boreal regions, it would be interesting to 
know the cause of its sudden and unustial appearance so far 
south of its accustomed limits. One fact is worthy of men- 
tion, as it may throw some light upon the question—viz., the 
abnormal condition of our shore waters at the present time, 
which are remarkable for coldness at a season when we usu- 
ally find a high temperature, showing evidence of the divul- 
gence westwardly of the cold northern current which passes 
our coast, flowing south. Singular to relate, the ealmon ap- 
pears to feed upon the capelin, for I am assured by a fnend, 
who is a very accurate observer, that he p two last 
week from the stomach of a salmon caught off the harbor.

ARTIFICIAL Haronine or THE CUNNER.—We. thank the 
Secretary of the Smithsonian fdr the following interestu:~ 
letter in regard to the hatching of the eggs of the cunner, 
which has been accomplished by Mr, C. G. Atkins. The let- 
ter is written from Bucksport, Me., July 20, and is addressed 
to Prof. 8. F. Baird, U. 8. Commissioner of Fish and 
Fisheries: 


While at Georgetown I came upon a pair of spawning 
cunners ( 7’autogolobrus), and hatched out afew dozen of their 
eggs. I find that the eggs are about one-half millimeter in di- 
ameter, having increased very slightly, if any, after coming 
from the fish; are exceedingly transparent, perfectly free, ad- 
hering neither to each other nor to any other object at any 
time; they are slightly buoyant in sea water, and slowly rise 
to the surface, where, if in still water, they remain suspended 
until hatched. Both impregnated and unimpregnated eggs. 
rise at first, but after the lapse of a few hours the unimpreg- 
nated lose their buoyancy and sink to the bottom. The yolk 
is more buoyant than the outer shell and rises to the upper 
side of the latter, which it very readily fills. The embryonic. 
disk forms on the lower side of the yolk. I kept my eggs in 
vials in my tent, renewing the water from time to time, and 
think the average temperature maintained was 60 deg. Fahren- 
heat; possibly a little higher. Under these circumstances the 
eggs hatched in three days. In the natural place of deposit 
the water is undoubtedly oon colder, possibly.10 deg., 
and the eggs would then be four or five days in hatching.

A MOLLUSK ON ITS TRAVELS. 














HE probiem of the distribution of fresh-water fishes and 
shells is one of the most intricate of those to which the 
zoologist has to give his attention, and the evidence which 
bears on this point is as yet somewhat unsatisfactory, Mr. 
A. R. Wallace, in his great work on ‘“‘ The Geographical Dis- 
tribution of Animals,” has discussed this subject at some 
length and with his usual ability ; but he acknowledges that, 
so far as observations go, we are not furnished with many 
facts from which to draw definite conclusions, 

The fact that the same species of fresh-water fish are fre. 
quently found in rivers and lakes which have absolutely no 
connection with each other proves conclusively that they have 
some means of dispersal over the land, and Mr. Wallace re- 
gards waterspouts, whirlwinds, ete., which often carry up 
into the air considerable quantities of water, and which 
might easily take up small fish also, as one of these means, 
This view is confirmed by the many trustworthy accounts 
which we have of showers of fish falling in heavy 
Another method may be by means of volcanic 
Humboldt states that, in South America, the fish 
subterranean streams are sometimes thrown up 
outbursts. But fish may also be distributed by means of 
eggs being transported from place to place through

deposited. Besides this, eggs may be transported by becom- 
ing attached to the legs, feet or bill of aquatic birds. 

The chief method of the dispersal of land and fresh-water 
shells is, as Mr. Darwin has so admirably shown in his Origin 
of Species, through the agency of aquatic .birds which fre- 
quent ponds and marshes. He says: ‘I suspended a duck’s 
feet in an aquarium, where many ova of fresh-water shells 
were hatching ; and I found that numbers of the extremely 
minute and just hatched shells crawled on the feet, and clung 
to them so firmly that, when taken out of the water, they 
could not be jarred off, though at a somewhat more advanced 
age they would voluntarily drop off. These just-hatched mol- 
lusks, though aquatic in their nature, survived on the duck’s 
feet, in damp air, from twelve to twenty hours; and in this 
length of time a duck or heron might fly at least six or seven 
hundred miles, and, if blown across the sea to an oceanic 
island or other distant point, would be sure to alight on a pool 
or rivulet.” Mr. Darwin also gives an instance of the capt 
ture of a water beetle with an Ancylus (a fresh-water shell 
like a limpet) adhering to it. 

Such means as those enumerated would then seem amply 
sufficient, with time, to effect a very widespread distribution 
of fresh-water shells. Land shells present more difficult con- 
’ ditions, but we must for the present pass them by. 

It will interest our readers to learn that Mr. Arthur F. Gray, 
a frequent contributor to the columns of Forest AND StrEaM, 
has recently communicated to Mr. Darwin a fact of great in- 
terest bearing on the geographical distribution of mollusca. 
His letter, with the recipient’s comments on it, has been 
printed in Vatwre, accompanied by a sketch showing a Unio 
clinging to the extremity of the middle toe of a duck’s foot. 
Mr. Gray’s letter was as follows: 

‘‘ Dear Sir: The following case will, I think, prove of in- 
terest to you, as it corroborates your belief that fresh-water 
shells are sometimes transplanted by the agency of aquatic 


rds. 

‘6 In the sketch Ihave endeavored to give you a correct idea 
of the way in which the shell was attached to the duck’s 
foot. 

‘*Tt was given to me by Mr. R. L. Newcomb, who shot the 
bird, which was a blue-winged teal (Querquedula discors), 
while flying, near Artichoke River at West Newbury, Mass., 
September 6, 1877. The shell, the common mussel or clam 
(Unio complanatus), is a very abundant species, being found 
in nearly all the rivers and ponds of the Atlantic slope. How 
long the shell had been attached is only a matter of con- 
jecture, but it had abraded the skin of the bird’s toe, and left 
quite an impréssion. It was living when the bird was shot.. 

“Tt would undoubtedly have been transplanted to some 
pend or river, perhaps miles from its original home, had the 
bird not been shot, and might then have propagated its kind.

On the 9th of this month I was fortunate enough to find a 
specimen of Amphioxus lanceolatus in the first geful of 
material which we dredged from the bay here. The next 
day another one of our party found another specimen, and 
yesterday, 18th, I found a third specimen. I have them as I 
write before me in a bow] of sea water with sand at the bot- 
tom. They are all alive and doing nicely. This is the farthest 
north Amphioxus has ever been discovered along the coast 
of the United States. It has been found in Florida, and also 
along the southern part of the coast of North Carolina, and, 
I think, nowhere else, until these specimens were taken here. 
They must be very scarce here though, as we have made a 

{ many dredges for them, but have not succeeded in find- 
ing any but the three specimens. They are wonderfully ac- 
tive little beasts, flashing out of the sand when stirred up, 
through the water and back again, burrowing into the sand 
so quickly that they can be said to be there only by the dust 
they kick up. That is a good deal like some people, is it not ? 
However, I don’t mean to compare Amphiowus to them in any 
other respect. Amphi is a very valuable little body. If you 
are inclined to doubt, ask Mr. Darwin. I have been trying to 
get Amphioxus’ consent to be interviewed, but he, or she, is 
a bashful beast and declines with compliments, or something 
to that effect, since whenever I have got him under the mi- 
croscope, and thought I was going to get along nicely with 
him, he has thrown himself out of the dish on to the table, 
and even tried to get down upon the floor. If a desire to be 
lowly is a characteristic of the Amphioxus family it is a pity 
that it did not stick to some of the evolved families of higher 
vertebrates. We have also found quite a number of speci- 
meus of Lingula, which is also a rarity. We are finding a 
goodly number of hydroids, discophore and ctenophora, and 
perhaps some new ones. Weare pretty well satisfied with 
our work here thus far, and are exceedingly well pleased with 
the place as a summer resort in the “‘ hot country.” 
a 

Cavueut at Sza.—We acknowledge from Lieutenant Com- 
mander R. D. Evans, U.S. N., a Carolina rail, which was 
captured at sea. The bird we have put in a cage, and he 
seems not much the worse for his long journey. Like all the 
Ralide, however, he does not take to a perch very comfort- 
ably, crossing his legs awkwardly on the cross-piece. We have 
been feeding him on canary and rape seed. Should we think 
that the bird is pining we will set him free on the salt meadows 
near the city, so that he shall have a good chance for life. The 
following letter is from Lieutenant Commander Evans:

A Curious Case or Nestinc—Zditor Forest and Stream: 
I send you the following curious case of nesting, with the 
assurance that the facts came under my personal knowledge. 
A hole large enough_to admit a man’s hand had been knocked 
in the siding of a passenger car, which leaves this town at 
7:30 a. M., and returns at 4. m. six days of the week, and 
in this hole, back against the foot of a brace, a bluebird start- 
ed to build her nest, working in the early morning and even- 
ing after the train was side-tracked. The men were much 
interested in the performance, and all hands were on the look- 
out when the car came in for their little lodger, who was 
usually on a near tree or on- the telegraph wire, ready to go 
on with the work. When nearly finished, this was torn out 
by some precious coward ; but the bird was not discouraged, 
and in a little while a new one was under way. Finally, one 
egg appeared, but the number was not increased, so that 
when the poor youngster broke his shell yesterday morning, 
he was an only child and a temporary orphan, exposed to the 
tender mercies of three or four vigorous wet nurses, under 
whose ministrations he swallowed sundry grasshoppers; but 
either the quantity or quality of this first meal disagreed with 
him, for when his mother flew up as the car stopped, the lit- 
tle one was dead. From all that I can learn, I am convinced 
that the bird has never followed the car, so that the egg may 
be said to have been artificially hatched, the mother protect- 
ing it from the night air only, excepting on Sundays, when 
she was constant in her attentions. W.

Tue Hisernation oF SwaLLows.—There is an interesting 
communication in the Ornithologisches Centralblatt of May, 
from Herr J. Ruhweder, under the hvad of ‘‘ Ornithological 
Notes from Schleswig-Holstein.”

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HARDY FLOWERS. 








HE emblazonry of ‘‘ bedding” plants as Pelargoniums, 
Coleuses and the like are now the main decoration of 
most gardens, and though such gaudy paraphernalia, when 
moderately used and properly disposed, are becoming enough 
alone, they are poor furniture for a garden. We want a 
variety of flowers at all seasons—something hardy, profuse 
and showy, and that will yield us abundance of blossoms for 
vase and other bouquets. Though May and June are the hey- 
day of hardy plants in blossom, we have also a multitudinous 
assortment from that time till October. 

Just now (the middle of July) the Japanese white lilies 
(Lilium longiflorum) and its beautiful variety Takesima are in 
perfection. Pentstemon barbatus has long, wand-like stems, 
laden with orange-scarlet flowers. Many kinds of Speedwell 
are neatly clad in blue, and of Bell flowers there is quite an 
assortment, from the tiny Campanula czspitosa to the 
cushion-like CO. carpatica and the European harebell. Their 
prevailing color is blue, but there are also white varieties of 
most of the species. Allied to the bell flowers are Platyco- 
don grandiflorum, blue and white, and one of the finest 
perennials of its season; also the Siberian Adenophora, with 
pretty little bells, Delphinium grandiflorum has intense blue 
flowers and a branchy habit, and is invaluable for cutting. 
If perennial Larkspurs are cut over just assoon as their flowers 
are shed, a second crop may be expected in fall. Aconitum 
variegatum, blue and white variegated, is coming into bloom 
and is the best of its class. Clematis Davidiana, a ‘ new” 
herbaceous species from N. China, has crowded blue flowers 
somewhat like those of single hyacinths, and very fragrant. 
Of evening primroses, Cinothera Missouriensis, large and 
yellow, fruticosa var. linearis, small yellow, and speciosa, 
white, are among the finest ; but they have also a host of kin- 
auxiliaries that are brilliant and beautiful, and they are gayer 
from late afternoon till early forenoon than during the day- 
time; hence their name. Phioxes are blossoming ont in 
great variety, presenting all shades of color from white to 
pink and purple, and lovely flowers they are. Our bee balm, 
Monarda didyma, has very showy heads of scarlet and crim- 
son, and is a _ very desirable plant. To keep 
it vigorous, transplant it every second year. Holyhocks 
are in their glory, and what can be finer than 
the brilliantly-colored full double sorts? Transplant them 
every second year, and keep up a young stock from slips and 
seed. Perennial mallows (Calliohce) of our western and 
southwestern prairies have brightly colored rose-purple 
flowers, and are very profuse and pretty. Blue day-lilies 
(Funkia) are bursting into blossom ir the open border, and 
better still in shady places, where, too, the saffron day-lily 
(Hemerocallis) is in perfection, and most at home. The pink- 
root (Spigelia marilandica) is a neat littl herb with red 
blooms, and Stokesia cyanea of the Southern States is 
copiously beset in blue. It isnot usually considered hardy, but 
it is hardy enough with us, and that on a clay soil too. And 
nothing is gayer at present than the musk mallow 
(Malope moschata), rose and white. And when we enter the 
composite famly, almost an endless variety of yellow 
flowers present themselves. They include perennial kinds of 
Coreopsis Rudbeckias and Gaillardias Drighter and better, if 
possible, than the animals of the same genera, And there isa 

t variety, too, of Pyrethrums, Achilleas, Anthemises, etc.; 
indeed, Anthemis tinctoria, bright yellow, is one the finest of 
hardy herbaceous plants. Among stonecrops we have Sedum 
album, white, spurium, and pulchellum pink, and all 
neat, little and copious kill-not plants that will grow in ground 
so dry that most other plants would perish in it. Verbena 
aubletia, and its variety montana, are perfectly hardy, com- 
pact, and profuse in purple blossoms. : The everlasting peas 
(than the white variety of Lathyrus latifolius, few tropical 
flowers are prettier) are in perfection, either sprawling along 
the ground or supported on trellises or stakes. 

In addition to these we have also a great variety of season- 
able, hardy flowers, such as Lysimachia cletbroides, yellow 
Columbines, Betonicas, Sages of many kinds, Scabious, Pinks, 
Meadow-rue, and several others. With annuals, too, our 
= may be abaze; but though excellent for mixed 

rders, only a very few of them are worthy a place in choice 
flower-beds. This is not because they are not pretty enough, 
but on account of the brevity of their existence. The late 
storm knocked Nemophilas and Collinsias ali to pieces, so now 
they are past. Among the finest annuals, also perennials 
treated as annuals, at present in perfection, are Eschscholtzia, 
a Coreopsis of sorts, Peteunias, Salpiglossis, Schiz-

their way again into other animals. In this connection it 
should be remembered that these ova are endowed with an 
almost marvelous tenacity of life, which has given a stronger 
ground for the arguments in favor of spontaneous generation 
in connection with Entozoa than almost any other form of 
animal life. All scientific investigation goes to show, in the 
first place, that Entozoa (worms) are introduced to the inte. 
rior of animals from without, and chiefly through the media of 
food and drink; and, in the second place, that they seldom 
propagate themselves in the same animal in which their 
development has been consummated, the seeds or ova passing 
out of the body to be developed elsewhere. In relation to 
the case mentioned by Mr. Wanmaker in your issue of the 
18th, of course it is difficult to determine exactly how the 
embryos obtained admission to the interior of the puppies. 
It is, however, quite possible, I think, that they were obtained 
through the mother’s milk. Valentin and other observers 
found such embryos in the blood of dogs and other animals. 
It is supposed that they get there by boring their way into 
the blood-vessels of the intestinal canal, so that it is still more 
probable that such embryos might be found in the milk of a 
suckling mother.

O many queries have been addressed us of late in regard to 
spaying, that we think it advisable to make an abstract of 
an article on this subject, published last year in this paper, and 
due to our correspondent ‘‘South Fork.” A distinguished 
surgeon, who has kindly given us advice in regard to spaying, 
tells us. that the operation had better be performed by a pro- 
fessional man. People not used to the anatomy of a dog 
might commit some fatal errors. Comparative surgery might 
be tried, and it would not be unwise for those wishing to spay 
a bitch to practice first on a dead animal. This advice is also 
given us, that the operator’s hands be warmed in hot water, 
then dipped into a solution of carbolic acid (one part to forty 
of water), before entering the cavity of the abdomen; also 
that cat-gut ligatures prepared in carbolized oil be used in 
place of silk ligatures, and thus there would be less liability 
to subsequent suppuration. The puppies should be operated on 
before being weaned : 


First, the pup should fast for several hours before the oper- 
ation, and be from about four to six wecksold. The only in- 
struments needed area scalpel or sharp knife, a pair of scissors, 
some threads of purgecm’a silk, a soft sponge, and some ether 
to render the animal insensible to pain during the operation, 
which should be performed in a warm room as nearly the tem- 
perature of the animal as possible, as the exposure of the bowels 
to the cold atmosphere renders the liability of inflammation 
(peritonitis) following more probable. The patient is now 
placed on a small table, and with the aid of an assistant the 
ether may be administered by pouring a couple of teaspoon- 
fuls on a folded napkin and holding it over the nose in much 
the same manner as though the patient were a human being.

The operator will, after cutting into the abdomen, place the 
animal’s head pointing toward his chest for convenience.

sex. No dog properly .trained and cared for will commit 
such crimes against society. A sheep-stealing dog always 
belongs to a lazy master. This vice, like all other moral, 
mental and physical qualities, is liable to be transmitted to 
offspring. ‘This is, however, a conclusion well authenticated 
in my experience. A spayed bitch is much less disposed to 
wandering habits--especially when left loose at night--than 
any other, and therefore much less liable to temptation and 
less prone to mischief. If the operation is performed before 
the age of six months, the disabling and disfiguring obesity 
will be avoided, which will ensue if it is delayed until the 
sexual charatter is fully developed. I have owned spayed 
bitches of the following breeds: Setters, pointers, Newfound- 
lands, hounds, terriers and cockers. I have found them to 
be equal in instinct, courage and endurance to any dog I 
have owned or hunted with, and more docile, affectionate 
and cleanly, and less troublesome to keep than any other dogs. 
1 recommend to breeders to spay their bitch puppies freely 
at from sixty to ninety days old; and I also recommend to 
bench shows and field trials to present special classes for 
spayed bitches. Finally, I would suggest to gentlemen liv- 
ing in town that spayed bitches will give them less trouble, 
will bear confinement much better and cost less to keep than 
other di M. J. E.

HIGH WATER FOR THE WEEK. 
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THE LOG. 





Though the common or ‘“‘chip” log has been almost en- 
tirely superseded by patent metallic or towing logs in the 
merchant service and in our yachting fleet, it is still the only 
one in use in the U. 8. Navy, and from present appearances is 
likely still to remain so for a long time. Its advantages are 
mainly the impossibility of getting out of order and the readi- 
ness with which such a speed measurer can be put together 
aboard ship. Its disadvantages are the number of hands re- 
quired to attend or “‘ heave” it, and the fact that, being hove 
only periodically, the variations of the: ship’s speed in the in- 
tervals will not be taken intoaccount. These, if large, are es- 
timated by the deck officer and allowance for the same made 


when noting the speed indicated at the heaving of the log. In 
the navy there is no objection to the use of several men when 


heaving, as there is plenty of ‘‘ beef” to be had in the ‘‘after- 


guard” and among the marines; and the order, ‘*‘ Afterguard, 
hold the reel!” given by the dapper middy of the watch, 
brings to their feet promptly two or three sons of the Father- 
land, bravely serving Uncle Sam in the stiff-necked uniform 
of a marine, or an equal number of daigos undergoing their 
probation as Jandsmen to the tune of $18 a month. In con- 
nection with the common log a sandglass is used, and in it lies 
a second source of possible error, hence occasionally testing 
the glass both ways by comparison with the chronometer is a 
precautionary measure not to be overlooked by a careful cap- 
tain. On the whole, the log has proved entirely efficient, and 
it is seldom that a good navigator is compelled to ascribe to 
mysterious but convenient ocean currents the difference be- 
tween his positions at sea by ‘‘ dead reckoning,” and ‘‘ obser- 
vation.” 
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It is well to fully understand the working and derivation of 
the chip log even aboard a yacht, since the patent arrange- 
ments may give out or be lost, when, with a piece of board, 
an ax and a liae, a chip can be rigged to do duty instead. The 
figures given herewith show the chip, the ree] and the sand- 
glass above, and a patent log underneath. ‘ 

The chip is made of thin board, so shaped as to include a 
segment of 60 deg. to 90 deg. of a circle, whose radius may 
be from six to eight inches, and is loaded on the circular side 
to an extent sufficient to keep the board upright in the water, 
without causing it to sink. ‘To this chip the line is attached 
in the following manner: Bore holes in all three corners. 
Through the lower two reeve a span, turning in knots at the 
back of the board. Through the upper hole reeve a single 
piece of line, having at its end a ‘‘ toggle” of wood. To 
the span bend on the regular log line, which will be furnished 
with a wooden thimble for the toggle to fit or lock into. See 
that all three s leading to thechip are of like length when 
toggled, so that the wood may float upright, and not skim 
along the surface. Often, instead of ‘‘ bending” on the line to 
the span, its end is used for one leg, and a short piece spliced 
in for the second. This makes the neatest arrangement. The 
thimble is simply siezed on with rope yarn well rubbed down, 
or with twine. The line is divided and marked, and then 
reeled up on askeleton’reel ready for use. The divisions on the 
line are termed ‘‘knots,” their length depending upon the prin- 
ciple that they should bear to a sea mile the same proportion as 
the running time of the sand-glass bears to the hour. If, 
therefore, you are using a half minute glass, the knot should 
measure 1-120 of a sea mile, The latter contains 6,086 7-10th 
feet, hence the knot on the line should be 51 feet in length. 
Each knot is again sub-divided into 10 fathoms. Since it has 
been found in practice that a ship will generally overrun her 
reckoning, the above measures are often shortened 3 or 4ft., 
so as to be on the safe side. - The glass is influenced more or 
less by the weather, anda comparison should often be resorted 
to. If no chronometer is on board regulate it by these direc- 
tions: Fasten a plummet on a line and hang it from a nail, 
making the distance from nail to centre of plummet 39}in., 
then swing the plummet and count its vibrations while the 
glass is running out, the number observed will be the time 
of running in seconds. This method depends upon the law of 
the isochronous vibrations of the pendulum. Mark the log- 
line when wet. The glasses in general use are of 28 sec. and 

4 sec., known as the “long” and ‘‘short” glass. Should 
the 28 sec. glass be used each knot must measure 47ft., less a 
few feet for precaution. It is customary in the navy to make 
the knot 74 fathoms long, or 45ft. : 

To heave the log, let one man hold the reel clear of his 
body, another the glass, while the third throws the log over- 
board from the lee quarter.

he sings out ‘‘Turn!” The glass holder answers, and watch- 
ing the glass closely sings out ‘‘Up!” as soon as the sand 
has run out. The line is immediately caught (nipping it over 
the rail is a good way) and the nearest mark outboard read 
off. The distance between it and the place caught is estimat- 
ed in fathoms. If the wind has not been constant since a 
previous heaving, allowance must be made, similarly if before 
the wind and it is deemed that the heavy sea has set the chip 
toward the ship during the operation.

Patent logs may be divided in two general classes—those 
which tow astern and require hauling in to read them off, and 
others having the indicator located on the taffrail. The Jatter 
kind, known as “‘taffrail logs,” have, of course, one great 
advantage over the first in not requiring hauling aboard every 
time = may wish to know the distance made. They con- 
sist of a revolving fan towed astern, the revolutions bein 
imparted to the line, the latter in turn being connected wit 
the wheel gearing in the indicator placed on the rail aft. As 
each revolution of the fan in the water corresponds to the 
known ‘‘ pitch” of the fan, it isan easy matter, by a system 
of wheels in the indicator, to reduce a certain number of 
revolutions, equivalent say to one knot, so that the hand on 
the dial will point to 1, double that number of revolutions 
(in other words, twice the distance run) will send the hand 
to 2,and soon. These logs are made by Ritchie, of Phila- 
delphia, and we have his assurance that they work well and 
indicate truly, though we have never done a day’s work with 
them ourselves, and must therefore take the verdict of others, 
Generally the fan is towed by a line, but. if fine wire cable is 
substituted, it would seem more satisfactory to us, unless the 
weight of it would be ani objection. Of the common towing 
logs, Massey’s and Walker’s are best known. The latter is 
the subject of our illustration. It consists of a metal cylin- 
der, only the latter portion of which revolvcs, the 
leading half containing the wheel gearing for 
registering the number of miles corresponding to certain 
numbers of revolutions of the rotating half. This is, of 
course, arranged according to the pitch of the vanes or fans 
on the latter half. The two fins observed on the register half 
are intended to keep the latter in a vertical plane, as it must 
always keep the same position, the rear portion only being 
forced to rotate at a speed in obedience to the speed of the 
ship. This log must be connected to its towline, from 15 to 
40 fathoms, according to the size of the yacht, the register set 
at zero, the cap turned on over the dials and then hove over, 
noting the time of beginning the count. The Walker log can 
be depended upon for great accuracy, unless, indeed, the wind 
should be very light and flawy and a heavy ground swell or 
sea on at the same time, when its vertical motions will cause 
it to show a greater distance than actually run; this is an 
error on the safe side, however. Youcan use two logs, one to 
check the other, if desired. 

The ground log is the name given to a log line with a lead 
attached to it, for ascertaining speed over the ground in a 
current or tideway, when ‘‘ on soundings.” A statute mile is 
5,280 feet, and a knot or sea mile 6,086.7 feet ; hence, to con- 
vert sea miles into statute, multiply by 1,153, and to change 
statute into sea miles, multiply by 0.868.

Hanpiness oF THE CuTreR Ricg.—Upon a recent cruise 
East we had a very fair opportunity of practically testing the 
handiness of a regular cutter rig and do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce decidedly in its favor. By so reeving the staysail 
sheet or foresail sheet, as our cousins abroad put it, that it 
works itself when turning to windward, there was no more 

to handle than in the sloop; while sting the headsail 
into two pieces made it very much easier to hoist, trim, or 
stow, and each sail could be brought aft flatter than the single 
jib. For cruising this rig is to be preferred to the usual sloop, 
and if you happen to get into rough water—it does not take 
much of a breeze to raise a sea for a little 30-foot craft—reef- 
ing the bowsprit will come in handy, save the stick and in- 
crease speed. Of course, to those who may either not care or 
not have the leisure to go much beyond five or ten miles from 
their mooring grounds, the efficiency of the cutter rig will 
offer no sonal inducements, for to them it would have the 
offset of slightly increased expense in fitting a rig, the advan- 
,ages of which might not be called into play at all. But 
yachtsmen who are unfortunate enough to have their sailing 
confined to a bay or sound, can hardly be deemed cruisers, 
much as many of them would like to undertake lengthy 
voyages.

Down THE Housatonic 1n A Canozr—New York, July 30.— 
Editor Forest and Stream: The Housatonic is certainly an 
eccentric stream, for, while it is deep for the first fifty miles 
of its course, it suddenly becomes shallow and virtually un- 
canoeable a few miles below Falls Village. The trouble is 
that it attempts to spread itself out and rival larger rivers in 
breadth. It follows as a necessary result that it has not water 
enough to cover the nakedness of its stones, and its rapids be- 
come too shallow to be shot except when the water is un- 
usually high. 

From West Cornwall to Cornwall Bridge is a continuous 
succession of rapids. The water is usually about a foot deep, 
but the rocks and stones are so numerous that a canoe cannot 
float. a rod without striking. There is an old dam and a rather 
formidable looking rapid below it at Cornwall Bridge, but it 
can be run by keeping close to the right bank. From thence 
to Kent are about half a dozen more rapids, all of which must 
be waded. Now, to wade rapids under a July sun, when the 
bottom is composed of round stones that make the footing ex- 
tremely precarious, is not an unalloyed pleasure. In fact two 
days of it are all that any rational man can require. For my 
part I became entirely satiated with the rapids below West 
Cornwall, and as the river from Kent to New Milford is but a 
repetition of the shallow rapids between West Cornwall and 


. Kent, I prevailed on my companion—who would gladly have 


waded for the next six years sooner than abandon a cruise— 
to make the rest of ithe cruise to Bridgeport on an express 
train. 

Let me repeat that the upper Housatonic from Pittsfield to 
Falls Village is the best canoeing river in the world—even in 
spite of dams. From Falls Village to New Milford it is one 
of the most tiresome streams the canoeist can possibly find, 
unless indeed the trip is made when the river is high. Six 
inches more water than we had would have covered most of 
the rocks in the shallow rapids. W. L. AupEn.

Tuer Laprapor anp CotumBiA River Fisneries.—We are 
only too glad to learn from an interesting letter ia the New 
York Sun that the reports of a bad catch in Labrador are un- 
founded. Quite to the contrary, the fishery on Labrador is 
pronounced very successful this season. 

All the fleet is well supplied, and the weather has proved 
uncommonly propitious. The Newfoundlanders, however, 
still neglect to follow the advice of Prof. Hind, an attache of 
the Colonial Government, who, in his extensive researches 
throughout the island and its dependency, Labrador, found 
that in the northernmost parts of the latter, which are never 
frequented by fishing vessels, cod, salmon, mackerel and 
herring abound in seemingly inexhaustible quantities.” 

From the same enterprising newspaper we have interesting 
data from the pacific coast. Last year the catch of salmon 
reached 1,250,000 fish, averaging 23 pounds, caught in some 
45 miles of nets, set out every night. The 28 canneries on 
the river put up 450,000 cases containing 11,600,000 pounds of 
salmon last season, and about the same quantity may be ex~ 
pected this year. Fish cost now something like 50 cents. In 
former days, when canneries were not so numerous, they were 
worth 10 cents. In British Columbia and Alaska 5 cents is 
the price. ;

A Cuarrer on Anonzry.—Mr. Editor: It is impossible in 
this article to go into the history of archery, or even lay down 
all the necessary rules and directions for practicing the same, 
but there are some hints that can be given in this short 
chapter that will very much assist the beginner. Archery ap- 
pears to have become very popular among us lately, owing a 
great deal to the charming articles written by Mr. Maurice 
Thompson. He has done more to introduce this splendid 
sport than any one else, and it is right and good that it should 
be so popular, for no other pastime has so much to be said in 
its favor. It is the healthiest, noblest and most graceful of all 
our out-door sports. Mr. Thompson has made some state- 
ments, however, in regard to bows which has surprised many 
archers. It is possible that he has never used a bow of 
Spanish yew, the lightest, strongest and most lively of all } 
woods. Lemon wood, whether self or backed with other hard | 
woods, makes a cheap and heavy bow, very little admired 
among archers. Italian yew comes next, and English yew 
last in the list of yews, but all of them are ahead of other 
woods. Mr. Thompson evidently has never handled any of 
that prince of maker’s bows and arrows, viz., T. Aldred, of 
London, or he would not praise so highly some other makers. 
Get the best bow you can afford—it is the cheapest in the end 
—but do not overweight yourself with too heavy a weapon ; 
it will spoil your aim and cause you to shoot wild. 

To String the Bow.—I believe it is impossible to teach this 
simple thing by words. It is better to get some friend to show 

‘ou. Do not attempt to copy the lady in last week’s Harper's, 
he action, as shown in the print, is decidedly wrong. The 
roper way is to place the lower end of the bow against the 
eft side of the right foot, which should be slightly advanced, 
grasp the plush with the right hand, and pull toward you, 
while at the same time push from you with the left hand the 
upper end of the bow. When bent enough, slip the loop in 
the nock with the thumb and first finger. Always remember 
to bend the flat side of the bow out.

The position in Thompson’s book, “‘The Witchery of Archery,”

ing with the left side toward it. 
Best bows for ladies are those pulling from twenty to thirty 
unds, and gentlemen from forty to sixty pounds. The regu- 
distance for ladies to shoot is from fifty to seventy-five 
vards. Gentlemen shoot from seventy-five to one hundred 
yards. Beginners must commence at ten yards, and increase 
the distance as coon as they can hit the target twice out of 
three arrows. The necessary implements are the bow, arrows, 
arm guard, glove quiver, target and stand, and a tassel to wipe 
off the arrows. Becareful to shoot on a lawn where the grass 
is short, for arrows hide in the most wonderful manner, caus-

UNITED STATES FISH COMMISSION. 








HE following is the personnelle of the U. S. Fish Com- 
mission, now at Gloucester: Prof. Spencer F. Baird 
in charge ; Department of Invertebrates, Prof. A. E. Verrill, 
assisted by Mr. B. Rathbun; Department of Fish and Fish- 
eries, Prof. G. Brown Goode, assisted by Dr. T. H. Bean. 
Marine plants will receive the attention of Dr. W. G. Farlow. 
The vessel, the Speedwell, will be in charge of Commander 
L. A. Beardslee, U.S. N. Dr. J. F. Brandsford is Surgeon, 
Mr. Galt, Engineer, and Mr. Drury, Paymaster. Capt. H. 
C. Chester, of Polaris fame, will have the dredging operations 
in charge. Mr. H. E. Rockwell is Secretary of the Commis- 
sion. Records of temperature will be kept by Mr. A. Halli. 
Officers and men on the Speedwell. number thirty-four, and 
there are fifteen members in the scientific party. 

The work is continuous. Trips are to be made every day 
in the Speedwell. On board there is ample space for study 
and examination. Asa supplement, however, a loft has been 
fitted up at Kort Wharf, in Gloucester, where specimens can 
be preserved and examined at leisure. The business of 
dredging, and’ arrangement and study of specimens will con- 
tinue until the middle of September. Excursions will be 
made some fifteen to twenty miles out’ from Gloucester, and, 
if time and opportunity allow, the Georges will be visited. 
Formerly the headquarters of the Commission were at Woods 
Holl. It is quite possible that new varieties of fish not found 
in more southern waters will now come under observation. 

The importance of the work now under the direct superin- 
dence of the Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution can 
hardly be appreciated. The method of investigation is a 
purely scientific one, and not empirical. Nothing is left to 
hearsay. Before any fact in regard toa fish is stated, every 
circumstance having to do with the advent or departure of 
the fish is freely studied. The many complex phases which 
surround fish are compared, and all the forms of plants and 
animals which are found in the waters are observed. Micro- 
scopic observations are as useful as the more positive and 
practical details of capturing fish. It is the thorough sifting 
of a whole mass of careful observations which only finally 
brings out the positive data. The country is to be congratu- 
lated in having at 1ts command so much intelligence, zeal and 
perseverance. If the character of the work is, to many, ap- 
parently scientific, the results it gives us are of the most 
practical character. What the U. S. Fish Commission wishes 
to do amounts simply to this: Tostudy thoroughly the whole 
question of food fishes in American waters; to account for 
their being plenty at one season and scarce at another, with

MIDSUMMER JAUNTS OUT WEST. 
BY THE EDITOR. 





JAUNT THE THIRD. ‘ 
ASHLAND, Wisconsin. 


Messrs. Epirors: After a pleasant week ou Lake Winne- 
bago, which I reached by the Chicago and Northwestern; 
Railroad via Janesville, I ran up here on: the Wisconsin Cep.. 
tral to the shores of Lake Superior, 251 miles farther north, 
where tl:e heat of the torrid term has been tempered by gentle 
breezes. The place is thronged with visitors; the Chequa 
megon Hotel with its supplementary cottages being filled, 
while the smaller hotels and boarding-houses are enjoying a 
fair patronage. For a region that was made accessible by rail 
and steamboat only one year ago, Ashland may well congratu- 
late herself upon the reputation which she has already secured 
as a summer resort, and the promise held out to her of 
its permanent establishment. With increased facitities of 
communication by water between it and the Canadian shore 
and northern Michigan, no known region on the face of the 
globe will-offer such numerous and varied attractions; and I 


predict that in the course of a brief period all the anticipations 
of the most hopeful will be realized. The Pictured Rocks, 
the Apostle Islands, Thunder Cape, Isle Royal, the Nepigon, 
and the great mines of copper and iron, will be thronged as 
the St. Lawrence and the Adirondacks never were. Yachts 
will whiten the indenting bays; anglers thread the rapids of 
the ice-cold water-courses which empty the wilderness lakes: 
hunters track out the paths which lead to the haunts of the 
deer and bears. Where do summer ramblers find their rest 
and quest now? Only in the North Woods of New York: 
on the St. Lawrence; at the White Sulphur Springs of Vir. 
ginia; on the waters of the upper Mississippi; and at the sea- 
side places. And are not all these circumscribed in comparison 
with that grand territorial expanse of woods and water which 
embraces Lakes Superior, Huron and Michigan, with all their 
marvelous physical belongings? Their bosoms are as broad 
and trackless as briny oceans, and one may start from Colling- 
wood in Canada or Buffalo in the Empire State, and travel 

continuously on a mediterranean tour as fast as steam can 
move him, until the waxing moon has fulled and waned, and 
repeat no portion of the cruise. At Thunder Cape, on the 
threshold of Manitoba, is the Dawson water route which pene- 
trates to Hudson’s Bay; at Duluth is the portal of the great 
Northwest ; there is the Georgian Bay with its multitude of 
islands; the Sault Ste Marie which chafes the boundaries of 
two dominions ; the weird tracery of the elements uron the 

south shore rocks ; the interior lake system of northern Michi- 

gan; the ancient island of Mackinaw and the old French mis- 

sion ; the Wisconsin wilderness, and the Apostle Islands, each 

of which is alittle domain by itself, the smaller ones like 

corotias of foliage on pedestals of red sandstone upreared 
from the floor of the deep lake. The Grand Rapids and In- 





diana Railroad leads directly to one of the most favored points 
on the lake coast, and the Wisconsin Central to another. The 
round trip to be made by steamers from Petoskey on the 
Michigan peninsula, through the Mackinaw strait into Huron, 
thence into Superior via the Sault Ste Marie; thence along its 
entire southern.shore to Duluth, touching at Marquette, 
Houghton, Ashland and other intermediate points, and return« 
ing to the north shore, would have no parallel on either con- 
tinent. At present the route is imperfectly served, but if 
visitors multiply as they have done within a twelve-month, in- 
ducements will be ample to prepare a schedule with special 
reference to summer pagsenger travel and the time-tables of 
the Northern Pacific, Wisconsin Central, Chicago. & North- 
western (at Marquette) and the Grand Rapids & Indiana 
roads, All these outlying railroad lines, which reach out 
from the central system like the tentacles of a cuttlefish, in 
search of sustenance, have been built at great expense to over- 
come natural obstacles; and we believe that those same 
natural attractions which prompted their construction will 
prove to be the best means of reimbursement, The prices of 
boarding and the transportation tariff are so low as to more 
than compensate for the long distances to be traveled; so that 
it is vastly cheaper for the citizen of distant New England to 
spend two months on the lakes than at Narragansett Pier, 
Long Branch, Saratoga, Lake George, or the Thousand 
Islands, With the bottom fact that the average rates at the 
Western resorts are but $2 per day and $12 per week (!) the 
anxious inquirer can readily compute the saving to be made. 

Housekeepers can close their domiciles and make money. 

What the scenic and climatic attractions are to the tourist I 
propose to define in my present series of letters; but the 
story will be long. To make my narrative consecutive I 
must pick up my trail where I left it near Staunton, Virginia, 

last month, in my transit of the Blue Ridge on the line of the 

Chesapeake & Ohio Railway, as described in my second letter. 

I will delay only to suggest that any Eastern sportsmen pur- 

posing to visit the coming Dog Show at St. Paul, Minnesota, 

early in September, will do well to take the lake steamers from 

Collingwood, Buffalo, Detroit, Chicago, etc., to Duluth. Al- 
though the time of the journey will be a trifle longer, the cost 

will be less and they can bring in their dogs in better condi- 
tion than after a long, cramped journey in a baggage car. 

They will have an opportunity to examine and select the

“THE WITCHERY OF ARCHERY.” 





There is a pleasant alliteration about that phrase. It is the 
title which Mr. Maurice Thompson has given to his book on 
the game of archery, and we are inclined to believe that’ there 
must be a literal witchcraft about this pastime. How else 
could it have sprung so suddenly into such popular 
favor? A year ago no one but very small boys thought 
of bows and arrows and targets. Now there are 
hundreds of archery clubs of men and women; and 
from Cape Cod to the Golden Gate enthusiastic devotees 
of the quiver have gone back to the primitive sports of their 
pre-historic ancestors. No sportsmen’s emporium 1s now 
complete without a full assortment of archery outfits, equally 
suitable for the warlike equipment of a howling, naked 
savage, or for a merry party of laughing school-girls. Great 
staring targets of blue and gold confront us on the street cor- 
ners, the monthlies make room for the narrations of archery 
experts, and the weeklies are out with full-page illustrations of 
pretty girls drawing the winged shaft to its head. Sir Izaak, 
who has hitherto held his place without a rival in the sports- 
man’s calendar, must look well to his laurels and his fishing- 
hooks, or he may find his popularity shared by another canon- 
ized patron, that apostle of the twanging string, Sir Roger 
Ascham, in his day, doubtless, a very cross beau, but in these 
latter times destined to be a great favorite with the fairer sex. 
At the earnest solicitation of numerous of our readers, es- 
pecially of the ladies, whose appeal our gallantry and discre- 
tion forbid us to pass unnoticed, we have consented to devote 
to the game of archery such space as our friends may demand. 
We do this with the distinct avowal that our allegiance to the 
worthy patron of all fishermen, who presides over those 
papers which are devoted to interests piscatorial, is to be in no 
way diminished or altered. We must also express our most 
earnest hope that archery amateurs will not follow the culpa-

pest shooting localities along the route, at which they 
should stop on their return. For deer, bears, ducks, geese, 
pigeons, ruffed grouse, rabbits, squirrels, woodcocks, snipe, 
and all small game except quail and prairie fowl, the whole 
lake shore stands supreme and unfrequented. By leaving the 
steamer at Ashland, Wisconsin, or at Marquette or Petoskey, 
in Michigan, the sportsman can enjoy forest shooting, and 
thence move south by rail into the celebrated duck and 
chicken regions of Indiana and Illinois. I take occasion to 
give these hints now, for it will be long before I reach this 

of Wisconsin in the course of my narrative. My letters 
lag, but I move on. 

The Blue Ridge.—The mountain range of Virginia where 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad crosses it, is of the most 
romantic character. From Staunton, among the hills, to 
White Sulphur, the road crosses valleys, ridges, and streams 
transversely ; beyond, it follows the deep cut channels of 
rivers, and the sinuous bottoms of ravines. High mountains 
and precipitous crags hedge it in, their jagged outlines sharply 
marked upon the narrow ribbon of blue sky above the rushing 
rapids. It is a continuous Delaware Water Gap for miles. If 
one could stand on the summit of the great dividing ridge, 
and looking to the right and left, watch the progress of the 
train, hé would see it toiling up steep grades, dipping into 
sombre valleys, crossing rivers and viaducts, and boring 
through rocks like a teredo. Crags bristle all around; great 
boulders choke the river beds; gnarled trees hang by their 
roots to ledges ; dark-colored torrents foam and struggle 
among the rocks ; ramparts of stone cross the route and pro- 
ject into the air. The whole enterprise was noted for its 
stupendous engineering difficulties ; but still tue road persists. 
Nothing impedes or intercepts. It bores, it goes around, it 
spans, it spurns, it clings to precipices, it balances on dizzy 
apices, it climbs, it slides down. At the Great Bend Tunnel, 
near Talcott, it leaves the daylight, and does not emerge from 
darkness until it has traversed a subterranean passage of 6,400 
feet in length ! Superficial dwellers who are curious to know 
what exists in the bowels of the earth far beneath them can be 
gratified by taking a look into the hole. All the country 
around is full of iron and’ salt and coal, mineral springs of 
sulphur and alum gush out in every direction. Deposits of 
ice from great caves run under the earth. Fossil forms of 
organisms which once lived and breathed the air above lie 
hecatombed, inanimate, ‘‘froze to stone.” It is a weird country. 
Wedged into some of the ravines are great blast furnaces, 
which belch and glare like vents of Topket, and redden the 
night. Coal-pits smoke and smudge, and the atmosphere 
is heavy with lamp-black. The breath of Vulcan is hoarse as 
he toils and sweats. There is very little agriculture among 
the crags, and few homes save those of hunters and toilers in 
the furnaces and mines. But here and there, scattered about in 
the nestling valleys are the healing springs which make this 
region famous as a summer resort ; pretty cottages and merry 
music enliven the sombre aspect, just as the sun lights up the 
gloom of the gorges when clouds are drifting across the sky. 
Narrow winding roads lead out from the railroad track, down 
which old-fashioned creaking coaches rumble for a moment, 
and then disappear, lost to sight in the woods. The dis- 
tances to the springs are various, some extending to thirty 
miles. No less than thirty springs and hotels are mentioned 
inthe guide books, but perhaps for that reason the most 
popular are the famous White Sulphur Springs, which I 
hardly need describe for Southern readers. They are 227 
miles from Richmond and 194 from Huntington, on the Ohio 
River. The situation is elevated, being 2,000 feet above tide- 
water. The buildings occupy a natural basir, which is laid 
out in lawn and shaded walks and drives, the main building 
occupying the centre, and ranges of white cottages the rim of 
the basin at a convenient distance from the hotel. The main 
building is one of the largest in the country, being 400 feet 
square. The dining-room is 300 feet long, and seats 1,200 
persons, and the parlor is nearly as large. Last season 2,100 
persons were lodged and fed in a singie day. It is so wholly 
unlike summer hotel structures in the north as to bea 
novelty to northern people. It is as remarkable for the primi- 
tive character of its appointments as for the neglige of its 
guests. ‘No carpets interfere with the circulation of airin the 
chambers, and the walls are superflucusly white. To make a 
full toilette the ladies must depend upon the large mirrors in 
the parlor. Nevertheless the table is good and the beds clean 
and comfortable. One can be as comfortable here at $3 a day 
as at Brother Beckley’s little inn by the wayside near 
Kanawha Falls at $1 50 per day. 

The Kanawha Falls wash the stone doorstep by which we 
cross the threshold of the mountain region on the west. At 
the portal the clear, pure water of the higher region tumbles 
Over a ledge which extends a thousand feet across the river, 
and mingles with the roily and clay-stained tide below. 
Above the falls are rapids, crags, boulders, gorges, and a wil- 
derness. Wild beasts roam in the forests and mountain trout 
disport in the streams. Below, the river glides with a smooth, 
unbroken flow to the muddy Ohio, its shores lined with cul- 
tivated fields and pretty towns. Between White Sulphur 
Springs and the Falls lies the choicest and wildest scenery of 
the route. Far up in the mountain heights of the intermedi- 
ate range are the little tributary streams which help to form 


- the Greenbriar, the Ganley and the New rivers, and these 


two last, uniting, form the Kanawha, a short distance above 
the falls, The whole tract !ooks as though there had been 
Tough horse-play among the giants. The whole New River 
channel is filled with the boulders which they have burled at 
each other across the chasm, so that the choked river can

hardly run in some places; long, straight trunks of pines, gaped wide open, the tongue darted forth and the jaws were 


split and shattered in their tilts, have been flung into the r 
Walls of precipice flank the passes; they jut into the chan- 
nel-way, and tower above to dizzy heights. Overlooking all 
are the Hawks Nest cliffs. The whole region is full of in- 
terest to the tourist, the geologist, and the sportsman. Ka- 
nawha Falls is a favorite resort for anglers. At the foot the 
black bass, the wall-eyed pike, and white perch gather in 
great schools, barred from further passage upward. I have 
seen the head of a bass which weighed nine pounds, and the 
head of a wall-eyed pike which weighed thirteen pounds. 
Beckley, the proprietor of the hotel, will show these speci- 
mens to the curious. Within easy distance by foot or rail, 
one can fill his basket with speckled trout. Altogether, I 
know of no place where better facilities of access are afforded 
to such a variety of sport. I caught both bass and white 
perch with the fly. Being high up in the mouniams, the air 
is cool and bracing, and any one who wants snug quarters 
and plenty of elbow room might as well stop here as go 
farther, for he will find nothing like it until he reaches the 
foot-hills of the ‘‘ Rockies.” 

I was most romantically lodged in a front room of the inn. 
Directly in front is a mountain, with just room enough at the 
foot for three tracks. Up among the trees, balf way to the 
top, is a boulder, which looks as if it would slip and fall 
down into my room. The sun rises behind that mountain, 
and it is 9 o’clock before he looks over the top to see what is 
going on in the valley. When his rays rest on the cool stratum. 
of air on' the bottom, a mist rises, and the orisons of the day 
begin. Farther out, away from the shadow, men have been 
at work for hours in the saw-mill which stands by the placid 
lake, at the foot of the falls. By mid-day it is hot, and grain 
ripens in the sun which was needed to mature it. 

It rained the whole afternoon of the day I arrived. A tree- 
frog, squat in the foliage opposite, had told me it wouid, and 
so I did not go.out to fish, Whenthe up and down trains 
halted in front for dinner, we sat under the porch and watched 
a ‘‘razor-back ” pig dodge among the car wheels in quest of 
bits of food which the passengers dropped from the windows. 
Presently the cars began to move, and it was amusing to note 
the agility with which he escaped being crushed. The trains 
backed and pulled ahead so frequently that bets began to be 
made that he would be run over. Odds of 100 to 1 were of- 
fered that he would not. I put up until I lost a quarter, and 
then quit. After that there were no takers. The pig was 
alive when the train left, and when I was bantered by Judge 
P— that a man who had traveled so much should bet ona 
depot pig, I allowed that I had been induced to bet because I 
observed that the pig’s tail was short off at the rump, and as- 
sumed that he once before had a close squeak of it. I have 
learned wisdom from experience. 

But my letter grows long, and I have given only an inkling 
of what is to be seen on this road, which took nearly forty 
years to construct, it having been begun in 1836. The-points 
of interest are almost as numerous as the stations marked on 
the time schedule. When my vacation is finished I shall re- 
turn by the same route, and perhaps find new subjects along 
the line for comment. Passing Charlestown, the capital of 
West Virginia, and reaching the Ohio River, we boarded one 
of the steamers of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, and began our 350 mile sail down the river to Louisville, 
where I dated my first letter. The current of cool air, caused 
by the motion of the boat, was most grateful to us as we sat 
in the bow, and the constantly shifting scenery and the novel- 
ty of the river made the trip most charming. ‘The boats are 
large and well appointed and well patronized. I was surprised 
to hear that passenger travel by river was increasing instead 
of waning, as I had supposed, and that there had recently 
been constructed, at some town in Indiana, two steamers, 
which were larger and more magnificent than any previously 
launched. I am pleased to hear this, for I think the time is 
approaching when Americans will not take their vacations at 
railroad speed nor make a business of pleasure. A day at 
Cincinnati broke the monotony of the trip, and when I reached 
the chief city of Kentucky I was convinced that my choice of 
routes had been wisely made. 

From Louisville I made post haste, via Indianapolis to Chi- 
cago, fleeing from the heat of the first days of July, and thence 
in twenty-four hours more was landed at the snug hostelry of 
friend Roberts on Doty Island, at Neenah, Wisconsin, whence 
I dated my second letter. Lake Winnebago, where Roberts 
is located, deserves an extended notice, and to it I shall de- 
vote @ portion of my fourth letter. It isa charming and much 
patronized resort, and is reached by the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad. HALtocg.

State range at Brinton these bodies will find a central stamp- 
ing ground, and can now spend their effort in building up 
about “Brinton” a fame and a name. Since early in th 
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w born, as a fellow-countryman if the ae should offer, 
Bat cautiously refrained from committing themselves to this pre- 
maturely. The Lancashire man then went down, aimed deliberately,
